Nocturne for the Piano, by ROBERT COLDBECK. 
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Play the arpeggloed cnord at A richly, with clearness of melody. Id upper part. This chord and many others, throughout the piece, 
cannot bo held to their full value; tb« Pedal must therefore bo called Into aid to accomplish this, taking care to change It often enough not to 
mix the Harmonics. The judicious use of the Pedal frees hand and fingers from a painfully exact clinging to the keys, and admits of a more 
Uberal^effectlve fingering. 

The part, beginning at B, sounds well, also, without Pedal, (contrary to indication), provided a good Legato Is executed; hero and there 
It may bo momentarily touched, where the fingers cannot reach to join the sound. 
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At O. richly atp«gg1oed chord.— At l>, the five ICths, introductory to the melody at E, not too smoothly.
